Deadly War Weapon* 


Used by the Aztecs \ 


The offensive weapons of the Aztecs i 


consisted of bons and arrows, slings, 
cl.:i>s, 
spears, 
light 
Javelins and 


swords. The bows were made of toagh, 
elastic wood and were about five feet 
in length. 
Tor stria^s they used the 


sinews ofanhnals or s'ags' hair twist- 
ed, sa-s the Detroit News. 


Tne arro-.vs v.ere of light cane, with 


about six inches of oak or other hard 
wnotl inserted in the cndr at the ex- 
tremity a piece of Itzll (obsidian) was 
fastened with henequin flber and fur- 
ther secured with a paste of resin or 
other adhesive substance. 


Sometimes Instead of itzll they used 


the bones of animals or fish. The 
bone of a fish called libisa Is said to 
have caused by Its venomous proper- 
ties a wound very difficult to heal. 


It is well known that the >"ahua ns,- 


tions did not use poisoned arrows; 
such weapons would have defeated the 
object for which they often fought— 
namely, that of taking their enemies 
nlive for+ the purpose of sacrificing 
them upon the aitars of their £od».
